Andes 


Have Greatest 
High Peaks. 


The Himalayas contain 


Number, of 


the tallest 
mountains in the wofld, but it is in 
the Andes of South America that are 
to be found. the greatest number of 
peaks over 20,000 feet in height. In 
Bolivia are the Cordilleras de la Paz, 
of which peaks, altogether, 
tower more than four miles towards 
the sky. Farther north, in Eucador, 
are twenty volcanoes in one cluster, 
all covered with perpetual snow. The 
lowest is just on 16,000 fect, the high- 
est, Mount Chimborazo, is 20,498. 
Three of these volcanoes are still ac- 
tive, and eleven out of the twenty 
have never yet been climbed, The 
highest of the South American Andes 
is supposed to be Aconcagua, 23,030 
feet. But the Andes, between the 
Isthmus of Panama and Cape Horn, 
can show no fewer than 288 peaks, 
which are more than 10,000 feet in 
height, 138 over 18,000, seventy-nine 
over 19,000, and forty-two over 20,000 
feet. The four biggest all | exceed 
23,000 feet. The Andes possess an- 
other record, in the shape of the 
highest road in the world. This is 
the famous Aroya Road, in Peru, 
which pierces the mountains by the 
Crucero Tunnel at a height of 15,654 
feet. This is almost the same: level 
as the topmost summit of Europe's 
highest mountain, Mont Blane,

Western Canada Is 


Attracting Great Numbers 


= 


Nearly fifty thousand emigrants 
wame from the United States to Can- 
ada in the year 1920 to make perman- 
ent-homes in the Dominion. * Prac- 
tically all of these, it is estimated, 
were experienced agriculturists who 
either secured free government home- 
steads or purchased improved farms. 
Whilst this very desirable contribu- 
tlon to Canada’s man power, deposit- 
ed in the manner to best serve Can- 
ada’s need, is only about one-third of 
that of the years prior to the war, it 
is estimated authoritatively that the 
Dominion received last year, and dur- 
ing the war years,.as-many farmers 
from the United States as she was 
wont to welcome, and that the classes 
whose emigration fell off due to war 
conditions were the industrial, the 
speculative and others not directly 
producers. It must also be borne in 
mind that would-be entrants at the 
border are sifted as carefully as at 
ocean ports, and that in the existing 
internal conditions, in some months, 
as many applicants at border towns 
were rejected for Canadian citizen- 
ship as were accepted. 

Gratifying as was 1920's emigration 
of farmers from the United States, 
greater attention was drawn in that 
year to the augury of the 1921 exodus 
as evidenced in the more general in- 
tetrest taken in Canadian lands and 
agricultural affairs, the Warvest of 
which will be reaped this year and 

.years to come. Whilst large num- 
bers of farmers came to settle with 
their families on western farm lands, 
there was an infinitely greater num- 
ber of scouts who, for themselves or 
others, came to look over the situa- 
tion, judge as to locality, pick out the 
land, and perhaps purchase, and then 
return to their homes to clear up 
their affairs before making the final 
move and settling in the newly chos- 
en homes, ’ 

During the summer, under the dus- 
pices of the Dominion Government, 
special trains carrying American edi- 
tors and ‘wusiness men toured the 
Canadian West, the trips being to 
many a revelation, They were sur- 
prised and delighted. They became 
boosters for the country. Many 
could not withstand imwesting in the 
assured future of the country. The 
concensus of opinion among these 
men, all representative of thickly set- 
tled agricultural districts and in close 
touch with the economic conditions 
pertaining to them, was that one Lun- 
dred thousand Americans would set- 
tle in Western Canada during the 
present, year. A reat wave of im- 
migration, they felt, was inevitable, 
and this the first tide of the carly 
spring would seem to justify. 

American farmers come up to Can- 
ada when it is borne upon them that 
as fine crops are being raised upon the 
low-priced lands of Canada as upon 
their own highly held holdings. They 
wee Canadian farmers carrying off the 
world’s premier honors in wheat and 
oats and successfully competing in 
corn against the recognized corn belt. 
They want to expand and secure larg- 
er holdings for themselves or grow- 
ing families of boys, a development 
impracticable in their own localities. 

The prevailing exchange situation 
fas been decidedly advantageous to 
United States farmers purchasing in 
Canada, and instances have come to 
light where the entire proceeding of 
acquiring a new Canadian farm has 
been transacted on the difference in 
the exchange of money, the farmer, 
at the conclusion oi the deal, being in 
possession of land of possibly great- 
er acreage and the sum of moucy for 
which he sold his United States prop- 
erty intact, 

Many American purchasers of im- 
proved farms have discovered a grati- 
fying feature in the high productivity 
of cheap Canadian land in the fact 
that a farm may pay for itself in a 
single year, returning from the pro- 
ceeds of the first harvest a revenue in 
excess of the purchase price of the 
farm, 

United States farmers are being 
attracted to Canadian farms in in- 
‘creasing numbers yearly, and even 
the upheavel which the war brought 
about did not interfere with this cate- 
gory of the United States exodus. In 
the first seven months of 1920, nearly 
7,000 United States farmers took free 
government homesteads in the West- 
em Canadian provinces, whilst thou- 

ds of others purchased cheap, pri- 
yately held lands or improved farms,

successes are going to attract more 
this. year, whilst a sure forecast of

Electric Method To 
Increase Grain Yield 


Southern Alberta Farmers Adopt 

New Method of Treating Seed 

Seed freated by a new process of 
seed electrification, a method which, 
it is claimed, will increase the yield, 
check the spread of fungoid diseases 
and improve the quality, will be 
sown this year by many of the lead- 
img farmers in Southern Alberta. A 
plant for the treating of seed has 
been established and already its cap- 
acity is taxed to such an extent that 
an enlargement will be made immedi- 
tely. 
Great claims are made as to the ad- 
vantages of this system which is 
known as the Wolfryn Electro-Chem- 
ical process of seed electrification. 
The process consists in placing the 
seed to be treated in a bath con- 
taining a suitable- metallic salt such 
as calcium or sodium chloride and 
weakly electrifying the same for a 
length of time appropriate to the 
seed under treatment, The solution 
is then run off, and the seed taken 
out and dried. The object of the 
Salt is not only to decrease the re- 
sistance, or, in other words, to in- 
crease the conductivity of the seed- 
coat, but to maintain that conduc- 
tivity during the period of germina- 
tion, Calcium and sodium in cor- 
rect proportions are, however, plant 
foods and assist in the after stimula- 
tion of root production. fs 

This method is a new one to 
Canada, but it has been tried with 
remarkable success in England.

Yon. J. L. Cote, provincial secre- 
tary and minister of mines for Al- 
berta, read a statement in the Ottawa 
House regarding the coal situation in 
his province. ‘Lhe key to the mar- 
keting situation, he said, was the wid- 

ening of the Saskatchewan River. 

The public works department had 
made a survey of this project and it 
was estimated by spending $20,000,000 
a channel six fect: by. 150 feet could 
be effected between Edmonton and 
Winnipeg. The reduction in freight 
would be from the present six mills 
per ton mile to 1 1-2 mills.

Red Cross" 
Programs Advanced 


Peace Time Campaign Is Now Well 
Undet Way in the West. 

Western Canada has taken tip the 
peace time program of the League of 
Red Cross Societies, which operates 
under the sanction of the League of 
Nations, with enthusiasm. A West- 
em Canadian, R. B. Bennett, Calgary, 
president of the Alberta Red Cross 
Society, is now representing Canada 
at a conference of the League being 
held in Geneva, 

Peace time programs of the Alberta, 
Saskatachewan and Manitoba already 
are well advanced. ‘The Alberta So- 
ciety probably has made the most 
progress in this respect of any poli- 
tical division of the British 4impire. 
In that province, district ‘hospitals 
have been organized, health nurses 
have been sent to remote and newly 
settled districts, including those of 
the Peace River area, which is being 
tapidly filled with farmers under the 
soldiers settlement scheme. The 
Junior Red Cross Societies have been 
organized in hundreds of schools and 
have a membership of tens of thou- 
sands of children; ‘The League of 
Red Cross Societies at Geneva recent- 
ly circulated a bulletin throughout all 
Red Cross organizations affiliated 
with the League of Nations giving a 
detailed report of the plan being car- 
ried out in the province, from the pen 
of Mrs, C. B. Waagen, general secre- 
tary of the Provincial Red Cross. 

In Manitoba too the Red Cross has 
retained intact a remarkably vigorous 
organization which grew out of its 
tremendous activities during the war. 
It is particularly noticeable that war 
work is still being carried on vigor- 
ously in Manitoba, especially in Win- 
nipeg, a great centre of military ac- 
tivity, for here are located great mili-

Alarming rumors of this sort, it will 
be recalled, attended the last visit of 
Halley’s comet, and now it is the 
Pons-Winnecke comet that is about 
to annihilate us.

| miles (the carth’s diameter), Next, 
the comet’s resolved velocity perpen- 
' dicular to the ecliptic is about eight 
miles per second, which would mean 
one-third hour for eight thousand 
miles. Now, as the possible range of 
| perihelion passage is some four hun- 


dred hours, the combined chance of 
collision with the head is one in 
60x1200, ‘or say one in 70,000. If 


| we assume for the coma a diameter 
| three times that of the earth, we 
should multiply the chance by 16, but
